Enclosed please find a conformed copy of Dismissal 
of Indictment in the above-captioned case. 

As you may be aware, in the trial of Susan Saxe 
in Suffolk Suoerior Court which ended in a hung jury, 
Judge McLaughlin suppressed evidence taken from the 
apartment of Katherine Power at 163 Beacon St. on the 
ground of material and reckless misrepresentations of 
facts in the affidavit for search warrant obtained by 
local police officers. This means that the only item 
left in our indictment for theft was the illegal trans¬ 
portation of the 1966 Dodge 200 PickuD Truck from the 
Armory to Salisbury, Mass, where it was recovered. In 
light of Mr. Gilday 1 s two concurrent life sentences, 
and his request to be tried on the indictment, we have 
dismissed for the reason that further prosecution was 
not Justified.
